No fluid—certainly none in com- 


mon domestic use—is more suscept- 
ible to "taint" (t. e., the gathering to 
itself of unpleasant and unwhole- 
some odors) than milk. The ut- 
most care is necessary to keep it 
sweet. 
And yet, in most house- 


holds, where milk is only taken to 
be used in tea and coffee, as a bev 
erage for children, and in various 
culinary 
operations 
scarcely 
a 


thought is given to proper care of it. 
What the results of such neglect are 
a writer in Nature thus forcibly 
points out: 


A can of milk is received into the 


house in the evening, and according 
to a tradition, commendable as far 
as it goes, is at once poured into a 
clean earthenware jug; there is no 
cover, perhap?, but the vessel is 
clean. This is stood, say on a stone 
bhelf in the larder, ter keep cool and 
free from taint. 
Its companions 


there are a joint or two of cold meat 
(in its gravy),.a few unfurnished 
tarts and blanc-manges, a large bowl 
of scrap bread, (with incipient fun- 
goid growth), two dozen eggs (not 
all fresh), underneath, the cheese; 
overhead, ajar of onions iu pickle; 
in the near distance a few head of 
game in an advanced stage of— 
well, "keeping," and last, but not 
least, a closed window. Now, what 
is the action hereupon? A thous- 
and to one, the temperature of the 
milk is, when received, different 
from that of the air in the larder, 
(whether higher or lower). Imme- 
diately that it comes to rest, the 
surface next the air becomes cooled 
or warm as the case may be, and by 
giving place to other portions, sets 
up a series of gentle currents, by 
rccans of which every part of the 
fluid is successively brought into 
contact with the air, and ite count- 
less crowds of butter corpuscles, 
containing fatty matter in a high 
state of subdivision, are enabled to 
expose the greatest possible extent 
of surface. Now, it is scarcely the 
fault of the milk if in ten hours' 
time it has failed to lay by at least 
a trace ot every shade of effluvium 
which has had a chance of circula- 
ting near it. 
And yet when the 


pardonable nastiness of the milk is 
commented on at breakfast, there 
will not be found wanting rome one 
to exclaim, "What can those peop'e 
feed their cows on?" 


This, with unimportant modifica- 


tions to suit different localities, fair- 
ly describes the mode of treating 
this sensitive article of diet in prob- 
ably nine families out often living 
in towns and villages. To use milk 
thus tainted in the preparation of 
the food for adults is uad enough; 
but to give it to young children as 
a beverage, or to infants as a princi- 
pal article of diet is simply wicked. 
—Examiner and Chronicle.

People in this Country Dying1 for Fowl 


Denver, Col., News. 


A private letter to an official of this 


city from Franklin, Texas, says: "The 
Rio Grande river is dry again, and the 
greatest distress prevails among the 
poor wretches by whom we are sur- 
rounded. They are absolutely starving; 
many are living on what we call grass 
nits. These they grind between two 
stones, and think themselves forjtunate 
if they can get a handful of bran to 
mix with them. Many have died from 
want, and it is believed that within 
three months, unless relief comes from 
abroad, many more will die. 
A num- 


ber come in from other towns daily, de- 
manding food. All they ask is a little 
corn. As far as we can see now, it 
seems there will be no corn, vegetables 
or fruits. 
The few vegetables we now 


have are getting dry and tough for want 
of water. Don't think I am exagger- 
ating my account. That were impossi- 
ble. Imagine that while hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are being sent to 
Ireland there are people in our own 
glorious republic dying for want of food."

CHICAGO, May 29.—The Blaine spe- 


cial train from the East arrived at the 
Michigan Southern Depot this morning 
at 9 o'clock. The train consisted of 
five coaches, containing about 250 of 
Blaine's most ardent admirers in the 
East. The party was received by a 
committee from the local Blaine Club, 
decorated with ribbons, upon which wa8 
a picture of Senator Blaine. Notwith- 
standing these accessions, however, the 
Grant forces seem to be in a majority. 
A great den! of bluffing, which was be- 
ing done by the Blaine men, was stop- 
ped by Pinchback, of Louisiana, who 
offered $1,000 to any one who would 
find him a gentleman with $10,000 who 
would bet that sum that Grant would 
not be elected if nominated. This offer 
has not been taken up. Large sums arc 
wagdd that Grant will be nominated on 
the first ballot, and a great many of 
these bets are being taken. 


The anti-Grant members of the Na- 


tional Republican Committee had a 
caucua last night, at which they dis- 
cussed the proposition to depose Sena- 
tor Cameron from the Chairmanship. 
The Sherman ^interest was opposed to 
such a step, however, and it is under- 
stood that a resolution was passed that 
he should bo instructed not to recog- 
nize the unit rule in the voting on tbe 
temporary organization of the conven- 
tion. It is the intention of ths Sher- 
man men if Cameron will refuse to re- 
cognize the unit rule to give him their 
support otherwise. 
The Blaine mcu 


have been trying to induce Goveinor 
Foster and Senator Garfield to deliver 
speeches at the anti Grant meeting to 
be held on Monday evening, but with- 
out much success. Mr. Foster, who is 
here, refuses, and Mr. Garfield will 
make the same answer when he arrives. 
They are for Sherman, but do not wi°h 
to show particular hobtility to the 
Grantites. 


CHICAGO, May 29.—The general pro 


gramme of the Elaine men, as laid 
out, seems to be to commence a fight 
on the unit rule at the very opening of 
the convention, and to bring on a brisk 
fight over the Illinois delegation. 


In a little chat General Logan was 


emphatic in saying that the Grant dele- 
gation of Illinois would be admitted. 
"There is no parallel," said he, "in the 
case of any other contest, even if the 
National Convention decides to take 
any of them. The Illinois delegates 
come from a regular convention held 
according to the strict rules and prece- 
dents of the party. 
There was no bolt 


from that convention. The men who 
tried to force upon us a false delega- 
tion from Cook county stayed in the 
convention, and by their presence and 
their votes acknowledged the authority 
of the convention. Now, on what fair 
plea could any kicker come np to the 
National Convention ? If a kick could 
be made against such a convention, then 
we might as well have no convention at 
all, for kickera could kick every time 
things did not exactly suit them. Oh, 
no; Illinois is all right, and Grant is 
bound to win." 


In a talk with a number of delegates 


I found this sentiment prevailing—all 
bat the extreme radicals admitting the 
force and fairness of General Logan's 
claim. 


The fight on the unit rule promises to 


be lively, but delegate/ who arrived to- 
day and were not counted in its favor 
have expressed their willingness to vote 
to sustain. They are bound to do this 
by the fact that each State wants to 
get as much influence ia the convention 
as possible, and that can only come in 
a solid vote. 


CHICAGO, May 30.—The day passed 


busily at the hotels and headquarters 
of all the candidates.

On Saturday afternoon Mrs. May How- 


ard gave her testimony on behalf of the 
defendant! in the ca»e of the People vs. 
C. C. Davis' and Wm Ward, on trial in 
the circuit court for the murder of Berry 
Johnson on May 8th. She denied being 
the wife of Dayta; »id she was at her 
home on the night in question before the 
shooting occurred, and did not hear Davis 
make any threats against-Johnson—her 
testimony, as a whole, contradicting the 
evidence of prosecuting witnesses. John 
Ward and Joseph Allea testified that 
shortly before the shooting they had 
heard Johnson complain of pain in his 
side where he was cut with a knife. At 
big own request C. C. Davis, one of the 
defendants, was placed on the stand. He 
told his story as already published in 
these' columns, that he left Johnson at 
the beer hull on the night of May 8th, and 
went to Mrs. Howard's house in Ward's 
wagon together with Ward and Stevens; 
that he was In the house until after the 
pistol firing, when he and Ward went to 
Mrs. Johnson's house and found Berry on 
a bed wounded; that he weut after the 
doctor; that he never told anybody that 
he had "hit him good," or would "break 
the yoke if it cost him ten years." The 
witness was subjected to a rigid cross- 
examination, which lasted about two 
hours. Court took a short recess, and after 
supper Thos. Lee, Esq., made the open- 
ing, summing 
up argument for the 


People, and was followed by W. C. 
Johns, Esq., for the defense. Court then 
adjourned to Ibis (Monday) morning, 
when David Hutchison, Esq., made a 
speech for the defense. The closing ar- 
gument for the People was made by 
State's Attorney Buckingham, who deliv- 
ered himself of a powerful effort, occupy- 
ing nearly two hours and a half. The 
counsel for Ward submitted his case to 
the jury without argument. The instruc- 
tions of the court to the jury were read 
on the opening A the court this after- 
noon, and the lury retired to make up a 
verdict. 


WM WARD DISCHARGED. 


This afternoon State's Attorney Buck- 


ingham dismissed the case as to William 
Ward, and the prisoner was discharged 
from custody. 


FOrjBTEEN TfEAKB. 


The jury was out about three-tju rters 


of an hour, and returned the following 
verdict:]

Sunday was the 100th anniversary of 


the birth and successful organization of 
modern Sabbath schools in the world by 
Robert JRaikes, whose name and work 
will never be forgotten so long as time 
shall last. 
Appropriate commemorative 


exercises were conducted at the First M. 
E. Church on Sunday at 10:30 a. m. The 
rostrum was tastefully decorated with a 
floral cross and baskets of dried nnd cut 
flowers. Prof. Condcll played one of 
Theodore Thomas' favorite overlures on 
the organ as the congregation gathered. 
The services consisted of the singing of 
the 1012th and 1007th hymns, and the 
reading of the 34lh Psalui. Rev. W. H. 
Prestley, pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church, occupied the pulpit, and preach- 
ed a deeply interesting and logical com- 
memoration discourse, taking for his text 
the last clause of the 23d verse of the 23d 
chapter of Numbers, "What hath God 
wrought." After a brief introduction the 
clergyman stated that one hundred years 
ago, Robert Raikes, of England, laid the 
foundation of modern Sunday Schools in 
his native town, his attention being first 
called to the important work by the mis- 
erable condition of the children who filled 
the streets of tbe town on the Sabbath 
day. No one would help him in his work 
and he hired teachers. Six years later 
there were 230,000 Sunday School chil- 
dren in Great 3rit»'in, and to-day in all 
Christian lands there are 7,300,000. chil- 
dren enrolled, with 1,200,000 teachers en- 
gaged in the voluntary work of love. Tbe 
speaker dwelt at considerable length on 
the importance of the work and Its close 
relationship to taa church, and spoke of 
the personal duties of parents in keeping 
alive the interest in the schools. He sta- 
ted that there can be no reasonable ob- 
jections to a good Sunday School library, 
bat he gave special emphasis to the dec- 
laration that a library should be a thing 
of steady growth and nol of annual re- 
freshing. He also gave valuable hints in 
Sabbath School teaching, recommending 
that the Bible be kept prominent, and I 
that commentaries and other modern 
helps be given second places. The ser- 
vices concluded with prayer and singing 
of the 1008d hymn.
